We are not 
entering into the question as to whether they deserve puaishment, 
bat on the broader grouwad, that in a law-abiding community nothing 
can justify such bratal indignity. 







That the pal may more thoroughly understand the atrocity of 
such a p ipg, w@ have given a sketch of the recent case where 
Profes oulton was tarred and feathered for disgraceful conduct. 


This Sitid of wild justice, however, is very dangerous, for nothiag 
being more impulsive and blind in its rage than a mob, the popular 
suspicion may take hold of an innocent person and thas inflict a 
grievous wrong. 

It will be remembered, that some time ago a band of ruflians 
carried their demoniacal sport so far as to tar and feather a woman 
We name them to show bow necessary it isto put an immediate stop | 
to these relics of barbarism. 

With respect to Poulton, it appears that he took advantage of | 
his connection with a ladies’ school at Fort Edward, to endeavor to 
effect the ruin of a young lady resident at the institution, and 
in consequence was arrested and imprisoned by the friends of the 
young lady, who discovered his machinations only just in time. : 

Since then he had been residing at Lansingburg with his father 
and no doubt enjoying himself; but his quietude was rudely broken 
in upon by a party of four raffians, who, on Saturday, the 6th of 
August last, called upon him, avé@fepresenting that they had a war- 
rant for his arrest, induced him fo accompany them.

be usually wore very long, stripped him of his outer garments and ‘ to retura home, which he bed about one o'clock on Sunday 
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mornipg, and presented, as may be supposed, a most deplorable 
aspect. 

The method of procedure seems to have been to pour the liquid 
tar over their captive’s head and then to sbake upon the adhesive 
surface the contents of a feather pillow, thas covering him from 
head to foot with a mass of down which it was almost impossible to 
remove. 

Poulton’s connection with the school at Fort Edward gave him 
abundant opportunity for ingratiating himself in favor of the young 
ladies of the institute, and it is not too much to say that there are 
others besides the young lady in question upon whom he has prac- 
tised his seductive arts. We have seen a letter written by bim toa 
young lady of a northern town, the daughter of a wealthy and res- 
pectable family, which fully unmasks his hypecrisy to the victim 
whom he sought to roin by elopement, and which proves him to be 
a8 doubly-dyed a villain as ever drew breath. This letter was found 
upon him when he was arrested. At the time of his arrest, the 
young lady whom he had prevailed upon to forsake kindred and 
friends for him was indignant at the treatment to which he was sub- 
jected, and demanded to share the prison cell of Poulton along with 
him. This letter most completely cured ber of her infatuation, and 
reconciled her to return to ber family. She even demanded a pis- 
tol with which to kill the person who would have ruined her. The 
statement that she belonged to Fort Kdward is iocorrect. An inter 
view between the two young women—the one with whom Poulton 
eloped, and the one to whom he wrote the letter alinded to—is de- 
scribed as baving been deeply affecting. They both saw how cruelly 
they had been wronged, and how narrowly they had escaped de- 
struction. Poulton is a married man, but has no children. 

We really would urge upon the Legislature some action in both 
the matters of tar and feathering and the deliberate seduction of 
women. Some distinction should be drawn between the married 
scoundrels and the bachelors, the heavy punishment of course fall- 
upon the former, siace the latter have the chance of repairing the 
wrong by marrying their victim.

THE PHELAN BILLIARD TABLE FACTORY, 


63, 65, 67, 69 Crosby Sireet. 


Tne great mass of people who night after night amuse themselves at 
the billiard table, have but a slight idea of the labor required to pro- 
duce these tables, and the number of hands it passes through before 
it is turned out a fiaished piece of workmanship. 

A short time ago we paid a visit to the factory of Messrs. O'Connor 
and Collender, who are the sole manufacturers of billiard tables 
voder Phelan’s patents. Toe immense building has recently been 
fitted up by them with the most improved machinery, and is now 
one of the largest establishments in this city. Mauy of our readers 
may remember the building forme'ly used as the New York Medical 
College ; it is centrally located, being in the immediate neightor- 
hood of the St. Nicholas Ho'el, at Nos. 63,65, 67 and 69 Crosby street. 
We had the pleasure of being shown over the entire baldings, 
which, for the benefit of our readers, we will endeavor to describe. 

On the ground floor, which forms the subject of our first ske'ch, is 
the wareroom in which all toe different styles aod sizes of billiard 
tables are exhibited, and from which the intending parchaser may 
make bis selection. Here, also, are to be seen cues, racks, markers, 
and, in fact, every kiad of appliance used in the game of billiards. 

The second floor is the fitting-room, contain‘ng billiard tables in 
all stages of completion. Itis im this room that the tables are put 
together, and every portion ascertained to be correct in all poiats 
before it leaves the manufactory. 

The tuird floor is princ:pally dzvoted to the machinery employed 
in the establishment, suco as planing, sawing, moulding, mortise 
and tenon cutting machines, &c. They are driven by a twenty-six 
norse-power evgine, situated in one of the rear buiidings, an‘l, by 
the kindness of one of the proprietors, we were shown the action of 
each In this department the massive pieces of wood composiag the 
frame are cut out and prepared for the veneering-room on the next 
floor. 

Portioned off from the machine-room is the place where the 
cushions are made and applied to the framework ; and as the con- 
struction of the cushions is the point in which Phelan's tables are so 
much superior to otbers, we may be right in mentioning the detailr 
of their construc ion. 

In a former issue of our paper, when giving a sketch of Mr. Phelan’s 
career, we mentioned that with him billiards amounted to a passion, 
and his great desire at all times was, by the prodactivn of improved 
tables and appliances, to raise the character of the game as mach 
as possible. 

Actuated by this motive, and finding that India rabber cushions 
cast back the bali at an aogle of reflection too acu'e, while the old 
cloth cushioa, having less life and recuperation, allowed the im- 
pinging ball to slide off at an angle too obtuse, he applied himself to 
the task of discovering an efficient and reliable substitate which 
should reflect the angles of accident and incident with the mathe-

matical precision essential to scientific play. 

Tve present perfected style of cushion invented by Mr. Phelan, 
combining in one perfect whole the two great requisites, appears to us 
to be the dernier mot of the artof billiard cushion making. Its forma- 
tion of a solid face and an elastic back of the same substance, of 
different degrees of elasticity, farnishes al! the indispensabiiities, and 
thatin the highest possible degree. Elasticity, correctness, dura 
bility—for not only no amount of playing will have any effectoa 
them, bat a hammer may be applied to them with the fall strengt 


| of an atbletic man, without making any impression upon them.

Tae material of which the combination cushion is formed is put 
through a process which communicates to tne parts of the whole 
different degrees of density. Dy this means the cushion, though

is of commoa India rubber. 

Oue of the effects of this improved cushion is the prevention o. 
the balls from ju:nping over the edge of the table, which formerly 
could only be attamed with certainty by raising the height of the 
cushion. 

The consequence of this was, that when a ball laid in close to the 
cushion it could only be struck by raising the cue, thereby forcine 
the ball (ownwards instead of across. 

The ir lia rubber cushions were also faulty, for on the ball striking 
any of these at an angle the india rubber displaced by the shook is

PHILLIPS’S SUBMARINE BOAT. 

A rew words rer pecting an invention that has lately attracted con- 
eiserable attention in Europe, and seems likely ere long to be pro- 
ductive of great results, will be acceptable 'e our readers. 

As may be seen by the engraving, Mr. Phillips, when constructing 
bis boat, copied from nature, the form resembling that of a large 
ith, which resemblance is made more apparent by the boat being 
egg-sheped, tbat is, wide near the bottom and gradually contracting 
owards the top Jt has two double batcbes one on the top and one 
at the bottom, and may have tide hatches. Tue upper hatch is 
sealed when the vessel is submerged ; when the upper batch is open 
the buttom one is shut, and tice versa. It bas two sight domes,

which are used when the vessel is on the surface of the water, and 
bas four ia'errupted keels to prevent it from turning over when sub- 
When in deep water, lights with reflectors are placed 
opposite some of the bull's-eyes seen in its side. Should the ves-el 
run into anything, it can be extricated without injury, baving on ite 
point or bow a thimble or ovter case, which is eo coustructed that 
by reversing the screw the boat would be backed, leaving the 
thimble. Having a glass tube properly marked, the exact depth 
trom the surisce isalwaysshown Fresh air is supplied as Leces- 
sary from tanks containivog many atmospberes cowpressed. The 
boatissurk by admitting water, avd raised by expelling the same. 
't can be kept stationary in any required depth of water for whizb 
it is made to etand the pressure, and has a secret mode of loading 
guns under water. It may be propelled by band-power or electro- 
magnetism with a screw of Mr. Phillips's inven ion, fitted on a uu: 
versal joint, by which a rudder is d'speosed with, and may be made 
ivenient size. On both sides of the Atiantic, the iovenuon 
has been favorably mentioned by the press. The Levdon Times 
published a notice of it the 7tb of Januasy last, and a description of 
it appeared in the eighth volume of t»ve Scientific American for 
1853, mentiosing that many successful trials bad been made with it 
it was likewise mentioned by most of the American papers ia Feb- 
raary last, under the head of “ News from Europe.” 

While in England, several propositious to build this boat were 
made to bim, but all tuch propositions being accompavied w th the 
cond tion of patenti: g t e meavs of causing the boat to remain sus 
pended in water, were declined, it being the proprietor’s wish to 
build the boat for war purposes, prove it, and then communicate 
this secret to but one Government. The importance of such an in 
vention can, at the present moment, hardly be realized. Apart 
from the destruction of a nation’s bavy, an enemy possessing this 
secret and at war with any great commercial power, covla send a 
fleet of these boats intoevery barbor and river of such power, where 
men of wsr much less steam 1ems could not enter, aod burn and 
cot adrift 1te merchent ships. This hike many recent discoveries, 
ahen firet announced seems startling, but it can be done, as the 
boats would sppear in the most onexpected places, fire -hells con- 
taining © liquid fire” or chem'cals that the explos'on would ingnite, 
and then almost instantly eink, reload the guos under water and ap- 
pear in another place to repeat in like manner. There is nothing 
tbat science bas yet discovered could prevent this. The des'ruc- 
tion that five or six of these boats would cause when ac'ing thus in 
the midst of a large number of ships may be imagined. lt is well 
kpnown that during the present century a practical submerive boat 
was constructed, but that the gecret died with the iaveutor. Since 
then attempts bave been made in several countries to coustrucita 
working submarine boat, but up to the present time. all sach at- 
tempts—Mr Puillips’s slove excepted—bave proved failures.

SKETCHES AT PIKE’S 
PEAK. 


Tae stirring scenes and events 
connected with the war in Ea- 
rope, now bappily brought to a 
close, have interrupted us in our 
design of publishing a series of 
evgravings of scenes in relation 
to Pike’s Peak, but now that the 
pressure of war matter is re- 
moved, we hasten to make room 
in our columns. 

Onr first illastration represents 
a party of miners starting on a 
“ prospec ing ” tour, which is an 
excursion for the purpose of try- 
iug all the likely places for gold, 
aud ascertaining where is the 
best yield. 

The mode of testing the soil is 
as follows. We should, however, 
premise that the “ pay-dirt” is 
the gold-hearing earth, which is 
found in strata, at depths varying 
from two to six feet. 

The “poy-dirt” is shovelled 
into a pan or wheelbarrow and 
taken to the nearest water, where 
it is placed in pans, cradles or 
long toms. The rocker or cradle, 
in shape and size, resembles a 
child's cradle ; about six inches 
from the top is a drawer, the 
botiom of which is made with tin 
or iron, perforated with holes 
live a cullender ; into this drawer 
the varth is thrown, water being 
plentifally applied to it so as to 
loosen the substance. By rock- 
ing the cradle, the earth becomes 
thin, and sinks through on to a 
tray below, placed in a slanting 


direction, with a ledge at the end; and by constant rocking, the | 


particles of earth are held in solution by the water, and washed 
out fate the river, while the mineral, from its superior gravity, 
sinks on to the tray, where the ledge arrests it. The upper 
drawer containing the large stones and fragments of rock being 
removed, the under tray is then taken out, and the results of the 
washing are,seen near to the ledge, where minute particles of 
zoid dust, grit and some grains of black sand are usually observa- | 
ble. The gold and refuse mixed with it, are then pnt into a baking 
tin and rewashed carefully, the black sand being usually abstracted 
with a magnet, or blown off sheets of paper by the breath ; how- 
ever, ome who work on a Jarger scale, use a more economical but 
expensive apparatus of quicksilver, which, by the force of attrac- 
ton, separates the refuse particles without the slightest loss of the 
precions metal. The working of a cradle requires from three to tive 
»ertons, according to the character of the diggings. if tie “ pay- 
airt’’ is rich and easily obtained, three are suttivient. Twenty-five 
backets of dirt are generally washed through, and then the sedi- 
ment poured out,” or washed in the same way as when prospect | 
ing. This generally requires about ten minutes time of one person ; 
in the meantime the others rest themselves, anxiously watching the 
rile of wold as it rolls up with the black sand at the bottom of the 
pan. After the result has been investigated aod commented upon, 
«nother cradle fall is washed, and so on the day throug. 

‘be largest amount of gold appears to lie in the district around | 
Cherry Creek, which is situated in Arrapahoe county, Kansas, about 
fucty miles south of the Nebraska line. Officera for the county are 
there, and are established at the mouth of Cherry Creek, at Denver 
city. 

Of this city we give several illustrations, taken from the most | 
commanding points. An express line called the Leavenworth and | 
Pike’s Peak has been established here, whose office, with the usual | 
crowd of jilers congregated around it, forms the subject of one of 
our ithustratons. 

Of cour-e the gold discovery and consequent rush of excited trea- 
sure-seekers has caused the appearance of several cities, and of 
these Auraria seems to be the leading one. It is the county seat of 
Arrapahoe county, and the crossing of the most important roads 
leading from the States, from Fort Union, Laramie, Salt Lake, | 
Bridgely, Taos and Santa Fé.

Auraria is possessed of a news-ollice, not a very imposing building 
certainly, but still a news-otlice, and any little faults which the 
structure itself may have is amply made up for by the name which 
it bears. 

The great Horace Greeley, who has been to Pike’s Peak for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the gold excitement is or is not a 
bumbug, met with some comical adventures. The following extract 
from one of his letters will show how he fared : 

‘When we reached Clear Creek on our way up three mornings 
since, though the current rusbing from the mountains looked 
somewhat formidable, I charged it like a Zouave, and was greeted 
with three ringing sbouts from the assembled Pike's Peakers, as ! 
came up, gay and dripping,on the north spore. But now, thonch 
the water was but a few inches higher, the starch was s0 ¢:iv- 
pletely taken out of me by those tires days’ rough experience in 
the mountains, that I had neither strength nor heart for the p*+:age. 
I felt that the least stumble of my niule over the roun? slippery 


‘stones that fill the channel would fling me, and that I was nnable to 


stand a moment in that rushing torrent. So, driving im my mule 
after the rest of the party,and seeing ber reach the south bank 


safely though with great difficulty—breaking a girth and spilling | 


saddle, blanket, &c., into the water—I betook myself to a spot, haif 
a nile up stream, where the creek is split by islets into three chan- 
nels, and where @ rude footbridge of logs affords a dryshod pas- 
sage.” 


Although it has been alleged in many papers that the miners | 


humbugged Greeley pretty extensively by “ salting” their holes, as 
the practice of throwing gold dust into the svil so as to make it 


| appear rich is termed, and in many other ways, yet there seems to 


have been great interest taken in the great editor. On one occasion 
Mr. Greeley was requested to treat the mining population of the 
Vailey of Rallston Creek, a tributary of the South Platte, to an ex- 
tempore addrese. He consented; and, soon after sunset, some 
twenty-five hundred individuals are gathered around a veritable pine 
stump, from which Horace commenced holding forth. He first de- 
scribed the impressions he had received from his visit to the mining 
valley, and, at the same time, advanced a theory of his own as to 
the original formation of the quartz beds—of the richness of which 
he expresed himself to be fully convinced. He then proceeded to 
mount his usual cold-water hobby, which he rode, with evident 


gratification to himself and 
good many of the andience, for a 
considerable time. The gambling 
fraternity also received some 
scorching at his haeds. He con- 
clnded by giving «a description 
of the present condition of the 
politcal world of America and 
hurope, and exhorted his hearers 
t) temperance, industry and per- 
severance. 

The country all along the road 
to the mines is very diversified. 
The trail in some parts runs 
through a beantiful country, with 
wood, grass and water in abund- 
ance ; in other parts it is a sterile 
desert with camping grounds 
many milea apart, and where, in 
order to sustain life, water and 
forage must be carried in the 
wagons. 

This travelling with a party, 
and with wagons and other con- 
veniences, is the only way to get 
to the mines with any degree of 
safety. It is troe that many, with 
no other vebicle than a handcart 
or wheelbarrow, and even some 
without these, have reached the 
mines, but it ia only after endur- 
ing many privations, and in some 
cases with the loss of several of 
the party. 

With wagons, however, the 
journey may be performed very 
pleasantly; the wild, exciting 
kind of life, the exhilarating air, 
the grandeur and beauty of the 
~_fvery through which the road 
passes, all tend to make the trip 
cojoyable, and make the travei- 
ler, even though his expectations 
| of gold finding may be disappointed, look back with pleasure to 
his jow ney through the vast wilderness of the Western prairies. 

We have engraved a drawing of the camping ground at Auraria, 
of a party who came provided with conveniences, ond from the ap- 
pearance of the men our readers will no doubt endorse what wo 
have said above. 

We do not wish to give ench a color to the mines and the journey 
thither as will induce men to go there, without they bave well con- 
sidered their capability for gold mining and their chances of success, 
ind above all, without taking with them a sufficiently large outfit 
both of previsions acd tools. 

Many persons who have gone to the mines without provisions or 
money are compelled to work as common laborers, at from one 
dollar to three déllers per day and board, until they can procure 
means of sustenance for the t me necessary to prospecting, building 
sluices, &c. Others, not finding gold the third day, or disliking the 
work necessary to obtaining it, leave the mines in disgust aftera 
very short trial, declaring there is no gold to be found in paying 
quantities, 

in conclusion, we shonld wish to dissnade those engaged in a busi- 
ness which affords them a means of living from going to the mines. 
All the diggings are crowded and more are arriving every day, and 
as all the provisions consumed there must be carried many hundred 


| miles throngh an almost unknown country, prices muat necessarily 


| be high. 
In addition to this, in a short time, probably by the middle of Oc- 
tober—this whole region will be enowed under and frozen up, so as 


to put a stop to the working of sluices if not to mining altogether. 


There, then, for a period of at leas« six months, will be neither em- 
ployment, food nor sheiter within five hundred miles, and for those 
| who are without provisions or money, there is literally nothing left 


| but starvation.

Last we-k we were waited 
upon by the futrer and the bro’h-rof the young wan, who 
proved to us that the whole trins:ccion wes a shameful and 
heartless hoax, designed to wound the ‘eelings of his connections 
and to ivjure his character and standing, 

Secret slander is universally deemed the meanest of crimes, 
and the species of slsnder of which Mr. McClung has been the 
victim is the most atrocious as well as the meanest. The vil- 
‘ainous perpetrators hive been ferreted out, and steps will be 
taken to met? out tothem the punishment they to richly de- 
serve: Unt then, they should be held up to the ecrn, contempt 
and reprobation of every honest man, and shou!d be avoided as 
one would shun a leper, We give below the statement of Mr« 
McClung’s brother : 

Angust l0th, 1859. 

Mr. Rank Lesiie.—Dear Sir—My attention having been called to 
a portrait of my brother, Charles McClung, which appeared in your 
llustrated Newspaper of August 6th, accompanied hy a statement 
to the effect that he had left his home in Kingston, Ulster county, 
ibout the 3d February, 1859, since which time his parents and 
triends have had no knowledge of his whereabouts; | would, there- 
fore, state that the information which you have received and pub- 
lished concerning his mysterious disappearance and prolonged 
absence, is an entire falsehood, invented by sume maliciously dis- 
posed individuals, whose little minds were incapable of compre 
hending the extent of the annoyance which they have thereby 
occasioned him. Not only is the statement incorrect, but the signa- 
tures attached toit are bogus, there being no such person in Ulster 
county as Peter McClung; neither is there a Police Justice of the 
name of Smith; the name of the President of the village is Kenyon, 
and not Jas. Tice. It is true my brother did leave home on the 3d 
of February, but his parents knew of his going. and also of his place 
of destination; and they have been in the receipt of intelligence 
concerning him almost weekly since he left. His father saw him at 
work in Williamsburgh, while ona visit to that place some few weeks 
ago, and I, living in Brooklyn, have visited and received visits from 
him often since he has been in this city. 

What motive could have actuated the perpetrators of this most 
shameful outrage upon the feelings of the young man and his family 
[am at a loss to understand. I can only conjecture that, entertain- 
ing feelings of enmity towards him, they have brought their heads 
together,and tortared their joint stock ot brains until they succeeded 
in hatching out this plan for the purpose of doing him an injury. 
Whatever those motives were, this has been the result of their con- 
temptible conduct. 

The names of this precious trio are in my possession and J will 
publi-h them, in ord r that the public may know and mark them for 
future reference. Eugene Best, more familiarly known as Monk, 
sn abbreviation of the word monkey, anappellation to which he bas 
fairly entitled himself by this and previous acts of a similar nature. 
Sylvester Neur, an individual also rejoicing in an alias, the nick- 
name of Sneakey having been bestowed upon him, in order to dis- 
tinguish him among his pot-honse companions, 4s one who is always 
on hand when the drink is forthcoming. and correspondingly prompt 
to turn up missing when the reckoning is to be paid; these two 
having no repatation to sustain, of course, will feel no annoyance 
in having their names and character made public. 

The other is a young man of respectable pretensions, but being 
unfortunately of a weak mind, has suffered himself to be brought un- 
der the influence of the twofirstnamed. His name | forbear publish- 
ing, as I believe him capable of yet becoming arespectable member 
of society, and sincerely hope that this will have a tendency to lead 
him from the paths of dissipation and dishonor, down which his 
footsteps are rapidly tending. 

By publishing this communication, you will correct the mis-state- 
meat which you have inadvertently made and administer justice to 
all the parties concerned.

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THE TURCOS, 


Ir is the proud prerogative of our great republic 
that it has civilized war by the improvements it 
has made in the implements of destruction. The 
clumsy musket has become the unerring rifle ; the 
short ranged cannon has been exchanged for 
the Paixhan ; the horsepistol has grown into the 
light, delicate, almost courteous, revolver. Our 
Gallic friends, the French, on the contrary, have 
shown their Celtic nature by brutalising even 
murder. They have introduced the Zouaves and 
the Turcos. The former are well known as the 
cream of all European villainy—for there is not 
a nation under the sun that has not representatives 
of its most depraved scnm in this famous band 
of god-abandoned reprobates. The Turcos are 
not 66 well known, and we therefore give a brief 
description of these worse than Zouaves; we 
ought to add here, that the British Government, 
never slow to improve upon the genius of their 
“frog-eating ’ neighbors, have commenced an 
improvement, by organising their West India 
negroes into regiments.

veris small, bot they have hitherto acquitted them- 
selves admirably. The Turcos are composed of 
a mixture of all the native Arab tribes, whom the 
French are endeavoring by degrees to introduce 
into their African army. Few of them speak 
French, and many understasd only sufficient to 
enable them to make ont the orders of their 
officers. They are a wild, fierce, semi-civilised 
body of men, requiring to be commanded with 
austerity and firmness; they undergo hardships 
with pleasure ; frequently dispense with the euli- 
nary art; and “ when the blasts of war blow in 
their ears,” then are they “ tigers in their flerce 
deportment,” their passage being marked by 
traces ef carnage. The cartouche they despise ; 
and they prefer, to all others, the close encounter 
@ la baionette—jumping, bounding, crawling and 
running to come into immediate contact with their 
enemies. 

The creation of this Arab native corps dates 
from 1842, and it was organised under the direction

of Captain Bourbaki, at present a General of 
Division. A battalion was raisedin each Algerian 
province, and officered by experienced soldiers, 
Commandant (at present General) Thomas and 
‘‘ommandant Bosquet (now a Marshal of France), 
vere formerly at the head of two of these bat 
talions. M. Bourbaki, their original commander, 
was one of the best types of the French officer, 
seeking out obstacles and difficulties for the plea. 
snre of surmounting them, and inspiring the 
Tureos with that esprit de corps which has ren- 
dered them so remarkable. When he was at 
Zaatcha he was seen, with stick in hand, white 
gloyés and varnished beots, mounting to the as- 
ault with a cigar in his mouth: he exhibited the 
same stoical coolness at the Alma, at Inkerman, 
ind at the assault of Sebastopol. He is the lion 
of the moment of the armée d'Italie, his name 
being found associated with almost every great 
feat of arms; and Le may, without pretension, 
ertainly hope to become one of the future Mar 
hals of France. 

Bourbaki’s elegance while an officer of the 
lurcos was only equalled by his courage. The 
muse of one of their gay bivonacs was inapired 
with the following lines in his honor, which are 
not suffered to be forgotten by his former com- 
rades in arms: 

Gentil Turco 
Quand autour deta 
Comme un serpent s’enroule 
Ce calicot 
Qui te se:t de echako. 
Ca cnie exquie,

At the commencement of the Crimean war, 
Marshal St. Arnaud thought that these wild 
braves might be turned to useful account, and 
decided that a regiment, two thousand four hun- 
dred strong, should be sent to the East. It was 
attached to General Bosquet’s division. All’ the 
officers were young and vigorons. When these 
Turcos disembarked at Gallipoli, they presented 
asu erbappearance in their picturesque costume, 
consisting of a jacket, waistcoat and trousers of 
light bine, a belt of crimson worsted, a white tur- 
ban and yellow leather leggings. Their bold 
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attack on the Russian left flank at the Alma will neve: 
be forgotten. There are at present three regiments of 
Tureos, but it is in contemplation to increase their 
number. 

Edmond Texier, the correspondent of the Siécle, in 
his animated description of the engagement at Turbigo, 
speaks of their manner of fighting in these terms: “I 
do not know whether the Turcos had forgotten their 
cartouches, or whether, as they said they would on 
leaving Genoa, they had thrown them into the river 
rather than carry a useless weight, but they rushed up 
to the cannon without firing a shot. Such an extraor- 
dinary sight had never been witnessed. On the trumpet 
being sounded, the Turcos spread themselves out in all 
directions, lay down on their bellies, and advanced by 
immevse leaps, resembling in their movements tigers 
rather than men. Each time that they rose to jump for- 
ward they uttered a cry which sounded above even the 
roar of the artillery. It was fearful. They had scarcely 
got over half their ground, when the artillerymen of au 
Austrian battery, seeing these black demons still ad 
vancing, notwithstanding the showers of grape, made of! 
from their guns with their horses, after having effected 
their last discharge. The Turcos, furious at seeing a 
yart of their prey escape, redoubled their ardor, and 
ell like thunder on the cannons still remaining in line. 
They killed the gunners at their pieces, massacred 
every enemy within reach of their bayonets, and re- 
turned at quick step with the seven guns they had cap- 
tured.” 

We give this description of a band of brigands, for it 

a novelty even in warfare, to introduce such sanguin- 
wry agents as Zouaves and Turcos. It however carries 
with it the lesson that republicanism is humane and 
elevating, as the one-man power is demoralising and 
brutal.

DISCOVERI:S IN AFRICA 
BY CAPTAINS BURTON 
AND SPEKE. 


Tuese intrepid and scientific tra- 
vellers, conquering a thousand dif- 
ficulties, succeeded in penetrating 
the centinent between latitudes 
four degrees and eight degrees 
south to the depth of six hundred 
miles, over land that the foot of 
an European never trod before. 
The most remarkable discoveries 
they made consisted of two vast 
fresh water lakes, those of Ujiji 
and Nyanza, the bare existence 
of the first of which only had been 
known, while that of the latter, by 
far the largest, had not even been 
susp >cted. 

We shall confine onr notice to 
the lake Nyanza, as the most im- 
portant. It was found to be three 
thousand seven hundred feet above 
the level of the sea, and hence 
above three times higher than the 
lake of Geneva: Its breadth was 
estimated from forty to ninety 
miles, and its length conjectured 
at three hundred, which would 
give it an area equal to that of 
two-thirds of Ireland. This mighty 
inland sea is conjectured by Cap- 
tain Speke to be the true and long 
sought fur source of the Nile, a 
question which has puzzled civil- 
fzed men for two thousand years, 
and is still unsettled. In our own 
judgment, the question is more one 
<iwords than substance. Every 

reat river has many sources, and 
t depends upon the nomenclature 
to which of the several contribut 
ing streams he may give the name 
which practice has assigned. We 
have, however, no doubt but that 
the water of the lake Nvanza does 
rontribute largely toward feeding 
the classic stream, the inundatio: 
of which is the source of the fer 
tility “f the Egytian valley, whicl: 
for thousands of vears has exe 
ciged so large an iniinence on the 
civilization of man. 

Of the country and people s« 
by our enterprising travellers, we 
have but few words to say. Th: 
land is evidently less favored | 
pature than that of the wester: 
side of the continent, and the ne 
groes are physically, and, perhap 
even mentally,inferior. The east 
ern side possesses no navigable 
rivers leading to the sea, as does 
the western, nor has it the guild 
vor the valuable palm oil of the 
latter. Its corns consist of millet 
and maize, th latter ceived 
from America through India. With 
apparently abundant facilities for 
irrigation, nota grain of rice, the 
main cereal of the tropics, is grown 
by the rude and stupid inhabitants. 
Che only valuable product is coffee, 
still, however, in a wild state only. 
Chis is a peculiar indigevous plant 
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in this part of Africa, althongh we eall it Arabian, be- 
canse we first derived it in its cultivated state from that 
country. 

The common fowl and oxen, the latter used only fer 
their flesh and small milk, but not for labor, are the 
only animals which have been domesticated. The horse 
is unknown, and so is the hardy ass, unless to a few 
Arabian settlers. Man, then, has here no help in his 
toil, without which any respectable progress towards 
civilization is impossible. A hardy, coarse cotton ‘s 
grown, and the art of weaving a fabric of correspond- 
Ing quality is understood. So is the art of making mal- 
leable iron, the highest stretch of negro civilization in 
this part of Africa. Letters are unknown to the negroes 
of the eastern coast, as indeed they are to all African 
negroes. The staple exports consist of the bodies of 
the inhabitants in Sending, and of the tusks of slaughter- 
ed operate. The imports correspond in value. It 
would be but to deceive the public to promise a bene- 
ficial commerce with such a country onl cnth a people. 


THE PO'SON IN CHEESE. 

We gave some time ago an account of the mysterious 
manner in which some persons had been seized after 
eating cheese. As it concerns every household we give 
the result of the investigation, which shows that the 
poison is either so subtle as not to be recognizable with 
the usu! tests, or that cheese in some states by con- 
tact with the gastric juice creates a poison by the mere 
mixture. -” 

The investigation of Dr. George C. Ball, Police Sur- 
geon, into the circumstances connected with the cases 
of cheese poisoning, which occurred in the families of 
Mr. Peck, in Sand st., and Mr. Scott, in Myrtle av., 
Brooklyn, has been concluded, but the chemist who has 
examined the cheese has failed to find any poisonous sub- 
stance which would cause the illness. 

The cheese was purchased of Mr. Von Glahn, corner 
of Prospect and Adams streets, who obtained it from 
8. B. Potter & Co., No. 83 Barclay street, New York. 
They procured it from Mr. 8. Perry, of No. 3 Front 
street, New York, and he, through his agent, procured 
it of A. B. Martin, Granville, Washington county, N. Y. 

Some of the same kind ef cheese had been sent to 
Baltimore, where it caused such alarming sickness as to 
cause its return. 

Dr. Ball procured a sample of the cheese that had 
been used in the family of Mr. Peck, also some of the 
cheese that had been returned from Baltimore, and gave 
it to Dr. George K. Smith, House Surgeon of the City 
Hospital, for examination. 

On the 4th of August Dr. Smith reported to Dr. Ball! 
the following as the result of his investigation : 

“T have analyzed the specimens of the eheese you 
gave me, and have been unable to find any poisonous 
substance. Onreferring to the different works on poison 
and on Medical Jurisprudence, I find that the poison of 
cheese has often been sought for by the best chemists 
in Europe, and that the nature of the poison has not 
yet been satisfactorily determined. You will find the 
best detailed history of cheese-poisoning in the first 
American edition of Christison’s work on Poisons, pub- 
lished in 1845. 

‘*The author states: ‘Cases of cheese poisoning had 
occurred in several parts of Europe, but more frequently 
in Germany than in any other country. That during the 
third quarter of the last century cases of poisoning from 
cheese were so common that 
several of the German States in- 
vestigated the subject, and Jegisla- 
tive enactments were passed in 
consequence. For a long timethe 
prevalent belief was that the 
cheese acquired an impregnation 
from the copper vessels used in 
the dairies, and accordingly the 
Austrian, Wurtemburg and Bales. 
burg States prohibited the use of 
copper for such purposes. This 
opinion, however, was proved by 
chemical analysis to be untenable, 
and the inquiries of Hanetield and 
Seturner have now rendered it pro- 
bable that the poisonous property 
of the cheese resides in two animal 
acids, aualogous if not identical 
with the caseic and sebacic acids.’ 

“In the sixth London edition of 
Taylor's Medical Jurispradence, 
published in 1858, you will find the 
following : 

“+ Cheese has frequently given 
rise to symptoms of poisoning in 
Germany, but there is, I believe, 
no instance of its having proved 
fatal in England. The symptons 
produced by the cheese have bern 
those of irritant poisoning. Tle 
nature of the poison is unknown 
In some cases the irritant pro 
perty is undoubtedly due to tlhe 
putrified state of the curd. Aga'm 
it has been supposed that the 
poison is occasionally derived fr: m 
certain vegetables on which tLe 
cows feed.’ 

“Confident that the onward 
march of science will soon dis- 
close the mystery, 

“lam yours truly,

How the cheese became poison- 
ed, or what was the cause of the 
sickness produced by it, remains a 
mystery. 

The symptoms were precisely 
like those produced by poisoning 
from arsenic, and in one of the 
cases in Brooklyn the hydrated 
peroxide of iron—the antidote te 
arsenic—was used and gave im 
mediate relief. 


MORE ABOUT THE CHIRI- 
QUI RELICS. 


Aw old half-caste Indian, who lives 
in Dolega (Roberto Delsi), and 
who has been in the habit of dg 
ging up Indian graves for the sake 
of the earthernware and piedras de 
molar generally found therein, 
took it into his head to dig a littk 
deeper, which bronght him to th: 
real grave where the body is «de 

posited in a coffia of rudely fixed 
stones, and there he feund the 
«Keleton of the deceased, together 
with a beautifally worked “ bat” 
in gold. Since then it has been 
ascertained that every huaca cot- 
tains gold images in more or les 

number, the earthenware and 
other articles having been buried 
only half way down, and this ex 

plains why up to the present time 
80 few of the remains of the bodies 
had been found inthe graves. One 
man took out of one grave in 
eue day £1,000 worth of things, 
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8monegst which were three gold plates of the size of dessert plates, 
and the thickness of a stout tin plate, an eagle of the size of a span, 
fund many other animals and insects beautifully manufa red. This 
is the richest ¢rave that has been found as yet, but none have been 
opened that have not produced something The old man who made 
the discovery, kept his secret for some time, and itis reported that 
he succeeded in accumulating about $4,000. 

The place where the first discovery was made is called Bugabo, 
situated on the other side of the river Piedra, on the road towards 
the Costa Rica frontier; but as the whole of the foot of the Cordil 
leras in Chiriqui is full of huacas, it will take many thousand people 
daring many years before the whole will be dug np. The finding of 
so much worked-up gold in the huacas is a positive proof that the 
country must be very rich in gold, and I have no doubt that as 

oon as the above facts become known to the real mining public, 
rich and extensive deposits of the ore wil) be discovered. 

The rivers are now very high and most of them impassable, owing 
to the rains, otherwise more persons would have started for the dig 
gings. People who come to work here must expect to rough it, 
live on tasajo (dried beef) and plantains, and sleep in the open air ; 
it is no easy matter to dig holes eight to ten feet deep and remove 
large stones. 

The ancient burying grounds are indicated in various ways—some 
have a heap of stunes piled up rudely over the grave ; others are 
shown by a piece of the column of basaltic rock placed in the cen 
tre, some have a circle of stones enclosing the grave. They are 
found everywhere thronghout the province, from the shores of the 
Lagoon of Chiriqui to the islands of the Pacilic. They exist in the 
deepest valleys and along the highest recesses of the Cordilleras. 
Such as have been unopened hitherto in the unwooded plains pro- 
duce but little gold. They were probably an agricultural race—and 
the utensils*of the dead were in relation thereto. The present dis 
covery has tuken place near two villages called Boqueron and Bu- 
jaba, westward, towards Punta Burico and Golfo Dulce. T! 
nlains thence become heavily wooded. Trees of large growth are 
found over the huacas. The date as to their age is by no means pre- 
vise. That they were before the conquest is plain enough, seeing 
that the conquerors respected neither the temples of God, nor the 
repose of the dead, if gold was to be gained. 

‘hese tribes then were well acquainted with the precious metal, 
and show a great deal of ingenuity and taste in the working of it 
into favorite images and figures of reptiles and tigers. 1 have my- 
self traced these graves in happy ignorance some years ago to the 
shores of Golfo Dulce, and if the gold mines are found they will pro- 
bably be about the hea? waters of the Chiriqui Viejo, or the aban- 
doned gold mines of Tritingal, which used to give the King of Spain 
an annual tifth of 250.000 castellanos of gold. These mines were 
located somewhere between Bocas del Toro and Golfo Dulce. The 
enmity of the buccaneers combined with the Mosquito Indians is 
said to have caused their abandonment. 

Chiriqui, judging from its dead, must have been an exceedingly 
populous country, and while the present few inhabitants are rejvic- 
ing over the spoils of aboriginal industry and superstition, it is to 
be hoped that the discovery may lead to a better knowledge of the 
resources of the country aud the development thereof. 








TRAVELS IN SOUTHERN AND CENTRAL ASIA. 
It will be remembered that three German brothers—Hermann, 
Adolphe and Robert Schlagintweit—were commissioned by the East 
India Company to explore Southern and Central Asia. in Septem 
wer, 1854, they set out upon their extensive travels. During the 
next three years the extent of country covered by the Schlagin- 
tweits reached from five degrees north latitude to thirty-eight de- 
grees, and from sixty-six degrees longitude to ninety-six degrees. 
From Ceylon to Kashgar, and from Scinde to Assam, these enter 
prising travellers bent their steps, »bserving, drawing and collecting 
with an industry as marvellous as it was commendable. 

Adolphe is missing, and is supposed to have been murdered in 
Thibet. His collection of MSS., &c., is lost, but the two surviving 
brothers, Hermann and Robert, are now in England, arranging aud 
depositing their collections in the museums of the East India Hense. 
Che record of their travels is in course of being printed, and will 
consist of nine volumes quarto. It will be accompanied by two col- 
lections of large chromo-lithographic jllustrations, consisting of 
eighty views in India, the Himalayas, and Central Asia, the size of 
which will be about thirty inches by eighteen. The price of this 
magni cent book of travels, including the collection of chromo- 
lithographs, will be about thirty pounds. In addition to these 
materials, the Messrs. Schlagintweit have collected seven hundied 
drawings of scevery and buildings ; and they propose to publish a 
few copics of these, reprodaced by photography and colored over. 
Besides these, they have collected a large number of casts of heads, 
faces, hands and feet, for the purpose of ethuological comparison. 








LACES AND EMBROIDERIES, 

Ix no one article, perhaps, is female extravagance in dress carried 
toa greater length than in the use of elegant and costly laces and em- 
broideries. Almost fabulous prices are sumetimes paid forthem. The 
rich laces in this country are imported principally from France and 
Belgium. The costliest specimens of lace are easily disposed of. 
Lace at twenty shillings a yard—and that but one-tenth of a yard 
wide—finds ready purchasers. The demand for rich laces is con- 
stantly increasing, outrunning the supply, thus appreciating the 
prices; and, consequently, the genuine article can only be worn by 
the wealthy. 

Belgium supplies us with more laces than all the countries of 
Farope together, and laces of the rarest kind, finest quality, and 
most artistic design. In fact, lace is indigenous to Belgium, and 
has been so for generations. In some parts of Belgium the flowers 
are made separately, and then worked into the ground, while others 
carry on the pattern and design together. The division of labor is 
very great. 

The labor of washing lace is almost an art; and only the most 
skilfal in that line are engaged init. After washing, lace is spread 
oat to dry on a cushioned table, aud pins of a peculiar sort are run 
through each hole to prevent it from shrinking. When very fine, or 
the pattern intricate, an entire day will be spent upon one yard of 
lace. “ Mechlin” was formerly the “ Queen of Lace,” but Point 
de Venice antique” now occupies the first place. It is a rare old 
lace, light and open, raised, in some parts, like embossed work, and 
has an air of antiquity that is highly prized. The manufacture of it 
is said to be entirely abandoned, and is only found now as heirlooms 
in families, except when a stray specimen finds its way into market, 
in which case there is a creat competition for its possession. The 
“ Point de Venice antiqne”’ is seen more frequently in Italy than in 
any other country, for the high dignitaries of the Catholic Charch 
have their official robes trimmed with flounces of this costly material. 
it finds its way into this country chiefly through the medium of 
travellers, who seize upon every opportunity to obtain these relics 
of ancient fashion. 

Next in value is “‘ Point d’Alencon,” of which it is said nearly 
three thonsand pounds’ worth was used in the ou:tit of the King of 
Algiers. Jt has a dingy hue. and the first idea connected with it by 
unsophisticated minds is, that it needs washiig. Fashion, however, 
corrects this notion. “ Point de Glaze” is as tine as a spider's web, 
ind as light as thistle down. Brussels “ Point d’ Appliqué” ranks 
very high. It is formed by sewing sprigs of real point upon illasion 
or any other kind of plain lace. it is very much used for flounces, 
and coste from six to eight pounds per yard, tive-eighths wide. It 
js very pare in color, which is owing toa white powder with which 
it is saturated, and which it continues to retain, and obviates the 
necessity of washing. 

Honiton lace came into fashion in 1842, and owes its present 
position to Queen Victoria. Commiserating the miserable condition 
of the laceworkers of Devon, she determined to assist them by 
bringing their manufacture into fashion, and in furtherance of this 
lagdable purpose had ber wedding dress made of it. Honiton at 
once became the rage, and has continued popular and expensive 
ever since, although previously purchasers could hardly be foand 
for it. Chantilly lace is always black, is exceedingly fine, and is 
moch used for veils and flounces. 

Our sapply of the mure elaborate specimens of embroideries is 
derived {rom France and Switzerland. Although the Swias laces 
are really superior to the French, yet so despotically de French 
fabrics rule the fashionable world, that they are obliged to be sold 
as French.
